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THE EARTH SHAKES 


AND PEOPLE PRAY 


ALARMING SEISMIC DISTURB­ 
ANCE IN THE EAST. 


Philadelphia Has 
the Most Severe 
Shock—Brooklyn Citizens Fright 
ened—No Loss of Life But Much 
Damage to 
Property Reported— 
Record of the Shock. 


The snoek does not appear to nave 
been sufficient to cause much damage. 
In all places the effects appear to have 
been about the same. 
Houses were 
shaken and dishes were broken, but 
nothing worse than this has been re­ 
ported. The mountain districts appear 
to have felt the vibration most keenly. 
That section of Paterson which is situ­ 
ated on higher ground was generally 
shaken, while the people living In tho 
lower sections of the town report hav­ 
ing felt nothing of the effects of the 
quake. 
The towns along the ocean 
shore report little disturbance. 


[IN WILHELM'S HONOR [CLOSE WATCH KEPT 


Philadelphia, Pa., -Sept. 2.—An earth­ 
quake lasting several seconds was felt 
in this city shortly after 6 o’clock yes­ 
terday morning. 
The disturbance of 
the quiet of the Sabbath morning was 
violent enough while it lasted to create 
a good deal of consternation and not a 
little damage. 
Buildings perceptibly 
swayed, windows clattered and banged 
and clocks and pictures toppled from 
their places. 
The shock was most 
severely felt in the suburban districts. 
The western part of the state reports 
no shock. In one part of George’s Hill, 
in Fairmount Park, a fissure was 
opened permitting the entranoe of a 
plummet, which extended over IOO feet 
without touching bottom. 
A large 
plate-glass window in the shade store of 
Michael Letts, No. 1914 Germantown 
avenue, was split from top to bottom. 
Similar cases are reported from other 
sections of the city. 
At the Zoological Gardens the vibra­ 
tion was clearly perceptible, but the ex­ 
citement which followed among the 
animals continued for a good while 
after the seismic disturbance.

trumpeting of the elephants, the roar of 
the lions and the screeching of the birds 
were simply terrific. At Mr. Manley’s 
residence, besides the breaking of sev­ 
eral windows, a clock was thrown 
from a shelf. No loss of life has been 
reported. 


Shook at W ilmington, Del. 
Wilmington, Del., Sept. 2.—Quite a 
perceptible shock of earthquake was 
felt in this city about 6:30 yesterday 
morning. The vibration lasted for sev­ 
eral seconds, and was felt in all por­ 
tions of the town.

Fortunately the train was a half hour 
behind time, when a track-walker dis­ 
covered a heap of timbers, ties and 
bowlders on the track and flagged the 
shocks. The first one was followed by train, which was approaching at high 
a rumbling noise like distant thunder. I speed. 
This was followed by

shocks, which, according to most of the 
reports, died away in a low grating 
noise. 
Superintendent of Police William J. 
McKelvey telephoned to police head­ 
quarters from his Greene avenue resi­ 
dence to the effect that he had been 
awakened from a sound sleep by tha 
earthquake. 
He said that the house 
oscillated, and that the bed on which 
he was sleeping moved perceptibly. 
Deputy Commissioner of Police Cros­ 
by, who was stopping at Coney Island, 
also telephoned to headquarters that 
the shock had been pretty severe in 
that section of Brooklyn. He described 
it as a low rumbling noise, and added 
that many houses had been shaken, all 
of the inhabitants being aroused from 
their sleep. 
James Jackson, a colored watchman 
at the Munroe building, said that the 
residents of the Twenty-fifth ward were 
startled by three shocks in rapid suc­ 
cession, followed by a rumbling noise. 
The houses trembled, and many pic­ 
tures and other ornaments hanging on 
the walls were thrown to the floor. 
Two conductors of the Atlantic Ave­ 
nue railroad, who were dining in a res­ 
taurant on Washington street, reported 
that they felt the earthquake shocks. 
The 
building trembled perceptibly, 
while the plates and other dishes on the 
tables 
were moved. 
They said the 
shocks were like the effects of a dis­ 
tant explosion. 
At many hotels the guests were so 
frightened by the vibrations that they 
hurried into the hallways to find out 
the cause of the trouble. The guests 
at the Pierrepont house were much 
alarmed, and many of them went down 
stairs and asked the night clerk what 
had happened. 
They thought an ex­ 
plosion must have occurred in the hotel.

Berlin, Sept. 2.—Emperor William 
and the Empress Augusta and other 
members of the imperial family, the 
grand duchess of Baden and numerous 
representatives 
of German 
princely 
houses, ministers of state, officers, vet­ 
erans and deputations were present yes­ 
terday at the consecration of the Em­ 
peror William Memorial church. The 
emperor and empress arrived with a 
military escort at about IO o’clock. 
The doors of the church were opened 
to the accompaniment of pealing bells, 
and their majesties were handed the 
golden key of the building by a deputa­ 
tion. At the conclusion of this service 
the troops and veterans, including the 
German-American veterans ’now visit­ 
ing the city, marched past their majes­ 
ties in review. The veterans sung pat­ 
riotic airs as they marched, in which 
the spectators joined. 
It is evident that the German nation, 
especially the Berliners, intend to cel­ 
ebrate the anniversary of the battle of 
Sedan in a peaceful but determined 
manner. 
The task of decorating the 
city for the fetes is not yet finished, 
but enough has been done to justify 
the prophecy that the capital will pre­ 
sent such a spectacle as has seldom 
been seen. 
The newspapers 
all contain reflec­ 
tions upon the occasion, and agree that 
it is a demonstration to the honor of 
united Germany and not of satisfac­ 
tion at the defeat of the French. *A11 
party squabbles are laid aside for the 
time being. Even the ultramontanes, 
the Guelphs and the Poles avoid un­ 
pleasant remarks. The Catholic eccle­ 
siastical authorities of Prussia have ac­ 
tually ordered that a solemn Te Deum 
be sui t in the churches in honor of the 
day. ’i .lis has never been done before. 
The jarring tones of the socialists, 
who were attempting a demonstration 
of disapproval of the celebration, find 
little echo among the people. It seems 
that the projected socialist anti-demon­ 
strations have been abandoned. 
Yesterday’s ceremony combined the 
characteristics of a national military 
and religious festival. The golden key 
of the new church was presented to the 
empress, who was the patron of the 
undertaking. 
It is the tenth church 
opened in the capital under the pres­ 
ent reign. Most of them owe their ex­ 
istence to the kindly initiative and un­ 
tiring zeal of the empress. The new 
church may fairly be ranked among 
the finest architectural features of Ber­ 
lin. 


STORM IN MEXICO. 


Vessels May Not Land Passengers To 
Any Port But* That of Destination— 
Business Seriously Interfered With 
—Sugar Shipments Have Ceased 
Because of Espionage. 
Washington, Sept. 2.—An interesting 
report from Cuba has been made to 
Surgeon-General Wyman of the United 
States Marine Hospital Service by San­ 
itary Inspector Henry S. Caminero. Int 
obedience to orders from Washington 
the inspector has gone to Santiago* 
whence he writes as follows: 
“It seems impracticable, if not mpos­ 
sible, to carry out your instructions to 
visit NuevKas, Gibara, Baracoa, Guan­ 
tanamo, Manzanilla, and Santa Cruz 
monthly, for the following 
reasons: 
First, a general order has been issued 
forbidding passengers to land at any 
point excepting the port of destination. 
This order implies stopping at each 
port three to five days until the next 
boat comes along, if not ordered back 
for troops or to some other point far 
away for reinforcements. But fortun­ 
ately with the inability to comply, the 
necessity has very largely disappeared. 
“Outgoing vessels to the United 
States from all points except Santiago 
and Baracoa have practically ceased, 
and what little shipments these ports 
have to make to the United States will 
now be sent by coastwise boats to San­ 
tiago, Cienfuegos, and Havana. Sugar 
shipments, which are the principal car­ 
goes from these places, are over until 
January. 
“The insurgents have stopped 
the 
cutting and hauling of timber to the 
seaports, which is practically all they 
ship at this season of the year; so, with 
perhaps one or two exceptions, I do 
not think there will be a vessel leave 
any of the ports under my care except 
from the ports of Santiago and Baracoa 
between now and January next, and 
none, except from Santiago, will carry 
passengers.”

Railroad Traffic Blocked. 
Laredo, Tex., Sept. 2.—Information 
regarding the fearful storm of Friday, 
raging from Corpus Christi, Tex., and 
across the border several hundred miles 
into Mexico, is very meager. Late last 
night scarcely anything definite had 
been learned, as the railroad officials 
are very reticent. 
Enough is known, 
however, to state that the storm is the 
worst in the history of northern Mex­ 
ico. Advices indicate that wires to the 
City of Mex’co over the Mexican Na­ 
tional railway will not be serviceable 
until to-nightr and unofficial 
reports 
would indicate the abandonment of 
through trains until the latter part of 
the week. Five miles of Mexican Na­ 
tional telegraph wires are down, with 
numerous bridges washed away. 
In 
many places the 
Mexican 
National 
roadbed is washed out for several hun­ 
dred yards. At one point 300 yards of 
the track was washed into a small river 
and twisted into all sorts of shapes. 


SUNK A RIVAL TUG. 


Fireman o f the Lost Boat Drowned la 


Duluth Harbor. 
Duluth, Minn., Sept. 2.—The Singer 
and Inman tugs, which are bitter rivals 
at this port, will do no more racing in­ 
side the harbor, as has bean their habit. 
At noon yesterday two tugs were racing 
for a tow, and because the Inman tug 
Pathfinder was in the lead, it is charged 
the Singer tag Medina struck and sunk 
her. J. Culy, the Pathfinder’s fireman, 
was drowned, but the others of the 
crew were picked up by a passing boat. 
No arrests have 
been made as yet. 
There is great indignation over the 
affair, especially as private boats in 
the harbor have had many narrow es­ 
capes from being cut down by the rac­ 
ing tugs.

May Ask for Damages. 
Denver, Colo., Sept. 2.—Vice-Consul 
Cuneo, representing the Italian Govern­ 
ment, has forwarded to his government 
his report on the death of the miners at 
Central City. Word has been sent to 
the Austrian Consul at St. Louis to in­ 
vestigate the cause of death, and if the 
fact of carelessness is established the 
foreign government will request the 
state department to collect damages 
from Colorado. This action has been 
induced by the delay and lack of inter­ 
est shown by the mine owners in getting 
the water out of the workings, as they 
have not done anything since the acci­ 
dent to recover the bodies. 


Shot His W ife and Daughter. 
Decatur, III., Sept. 2.—George P. Al­ 
len yesterday shot his wife and his 
stepdaughter, Minnie Deffenbaugh. The 
daughter’s wound is fatal. The wife 
will recover. 
Allen sat on .the porch 
after the shooting and kept his neigh­ 
bors off with a revolver for an hour. 
Finally he called for tobacco and a 
match. They were taken to him and 
as he lighted his pipe he was overcome 
with emotion. He is now in jail. He 
refuses to say why he tried to kill the 
women. 
Friends who know him and 
who say he is industrious and peace­ 
able declare that he was overheated 
while working last week. They think 
he is now^ insane. He moved here from 
East St. Louis six months ago. 
He 
was a deputy sheriff there.

F E L T IN NEW JERSEY. 


Houses Shaken and Dishes Broken, but 
Nothing Worse. 
Jersey City, N. J., Sept. 2.—New Jer­ 
sey felt the force of the earthquake, 
the tremor extending throughout the 
northern part, while the southern section 
appears to have escaped the experience 
entirely. From all of the cities and 
villages in the northern section the 
story received is the same. The shock 
was preceded and accompanied by the 
low rumbling sound that marks the 
true earthquake. This trembling mo­ 
tion lasted several seconds. In some 
places the estimate of time is as low 
as three seconds, while others place the 
duration of the disturbance at from 
fifteen to twenty seconds. The general 
course of the shock was from the east 
to west. There is much difference in 
the reports as to the true direction 
from which the shock came. The early 
hour is perhaps responsible for this dif­ 
ference of opinion, as the majority of 
those who felt the shock were awak­ 
ened from their sleep by the sound, and 
vibrations and the quake ceased be­ 
fore they had recovered consciousness 
and were sufficiently awake to realize 
the cause of the trouble.

London Times Thinks the Movement Is 
Nearly at an End. 
London, Sept. 2.—An editorial in the 
Times comments upon the grave blow 
which A. J. Balfour’s statement is to 
the hopes of German and American bi­ 
metallists. Mr. Balfour, it will be re­ 
membered, stated in the house of com­ 
mons that he did rot believe an inter­ 
national bimetallic conference would 
result in an agreement on a ratio. The 
Times says: 
“The American bimetallists are made 
of sterner stuff than the Germans, and 
will therefore continue to agitate; but 
it is less likely than ever that they 
will carry 
the 
country with them. 
There seems no chance 
that either 
party will allow itself to fall under the 
sway of the silver men. 
The recent 
publicity of the aims of the bimetallic 
party here has been a revelation and 
warning. We trust that the trade re­ 
vival now in progress will complete 
the cure and that we shall hear l£ss 
and less about bimetallism from any 
quarter.” 


Allianca Incident Is Closed. 
Madrid, Sept. 2.—A Polish count, 
Hobkirk, who was a passenger on the 
American steamer Allianca, when she 
was fired upon by a Spanish gunboat 
off Cape Maysi, Cuba, and who accuses 
the captain of the Allianca of suppress­ 
ing his evidence that the Allianca car­ 
ried contraband of war and was within 
Cuban waters, has arrived here and has 
seen the ministers of war and marine 
regarding the matter. 
The 
govern­ 
ment, however, declines to reopen the 
question. Count Hobkirk has published 
hts story in the Spanish newspapers, 
and it has caused a sensation here.

notice of suit. The hearings have been 
postponed to tuesday. If the suits are 
pressed there is little doubt that Shea 
can close every saloon in the city, be- 
mulct law closely. 


Excitem ent in the Oil Region* 
Elyria, O., Sept. 2.—There is consid­ 
erable oil excitement at Grafton, this 
county, seven miles south of this city. 
Parties from Kipton, supposed to be 
representatives of the Standard 
Oil 
company, have been in that section this 
week leasing oil lands. Their object is 
to secure 2,000 acres. Several valuable 
farms have been leased. Their owners 
receive one-eighth of the product if oil 
is secured. The wells are to be 1,500 
feet deep and drilled within twenty- 
four months. The indications are fa­ 
vorable. 


Talk of a Combination. 
Indianapolis, 
Ind., 
Sept. 
2.—The 
Populist state committee has issued a 
call for a meeting here today. In ad­ 
dition to the members of the committee 
there will be delegates from every 
county in the state, and the session is to 
be held for the purpose of reorganizing 
the party in Indiana. It is expected a 
committee will he appointed at the 
meeting to lay the question of combin­ 
ing before the Prohibitionists. 


Postoffice Robbers Captured. 
Springfield, 111., Sept. 2.—It is re­ 
ported here that Killoran, Russell 
Allen, the Springfield postoffice robbers 
who broke jail in New York July 4, are 
under arrest in East St. Louis. Offi­ 
cers here practically admit that the 
men have been captured, but will give 
out no particulars. The sheriff here, 
it is claimed, sent for William Sche- 
J vers, who went to New York to identify 
the robbers, and notified him to mak.^ 
preparations to go to East St. Louis in 
the morning. 


8tlII Worrying Christians. 
Shanghai, Sept. 2.—Chinese Chris­ 
tians are being brutally harried near 
Hing Hwa, province of Fo Kien. 
Houses have been burned and prop­ 
erty and cattle lifted. One person was 
fatally wounded. 
The magistrate re­ 
fused to interfere, although he was five 
times requested to do so. He had pub­ 
lished an ambiguous proclamation re­ 
ferring to the Ku Cheng massacre and 
inciting a rising against the Christians. 
Worse troubles are expected.

Expensive Litigation Between the City 
and the Company Deemed Unneces­ 
sary—History of The Changes in 
Business That Made Figures Diffi­ 
cult To Obtain. 
In view of the recent report 
of 
the 
common 
council 
committee 
with reference to the Janesville Water 
company, and the attitude which the 
attorneys for the city assume toward 
the Water company, I desire to have 
published the statement, which I 
made last April to the council, when 
the statement of cost was filed. 
It is not m y purpose or desire to enter 
into a newspaper controversy with ref­ 
erence to pending, or future litigation, 
but whatever the result of such liti­ 
gation may be, it is my desire that 
The present owners of this plant be 
not unjustly accused of offense. 
After the organization of the Janes­ 
ville Water company in 1887, that 
company entered into a contract with 
the Wisconsin construction company 
to construct this plant, according to 
the ordinance, and agreed to pay the 
Wisconsin 
Construction 
company 
therefor three hundred and 
ten 
thousand dollars, in cash, stock of 
the Janesville Water company, or 
bonds. That amount was paid 
as 
follows: $140,000 in bonds, and 170,- 
COO in stock, of the Janesville Water 
company. This three hundred and 
ten thousand dollars went npon the 
books of the Janesville Water com­ 
pany as the cost of the plant to the 
Janesville Water company. There was 
no attempted concealment of this 
transaction. It stands plainly upon 
the books. This statement from the 
books of the Janesville Water com­ 
pany was the basis of the affidavit 
made by B. R. Clark in December, 
1891, which uas been so frequently 
referred to in this controversy, and a 
copy of which was filed by W. G. 
Maxcy with the city last August, in­ 
gather with the statement made by 
Mr. Maxcy of the cost of the works ac­ 
cording to the books of the Janesville 
Water company. And I desire here 
to call attention to the fact that the 
Janesville Water company through 
Mr. Maxcy or any of its officers has 
never at any time sought to obtain 
from the city, or ask from the city, 
nny price for this plant based on an 
original cost o f three hundred and 
ten thousand dollars, but on tbeoon 
trary in Mr. Maxcy’a letter to the 
common council, dated August 4th, 
1894, which accompanied this state­ 
ment, and which is cow on file with 
tho city clerk, Mr. Maxcy saye: “We 
wish to say further that if the city of 
Janesville wishes to buy the water 
plant we would be pleased to make 
them a much lower price than the net 
cost of the works as shown by the 
statement. Will meet a committee in 
regard to the matter at any time." 
No intimation that the city desired 
to negotiate was received by the ccm 
pony. To resume, however, the his­ 
tory of this matter, after the making 
of this contract between the Janes­ 
ville Water company and the Wiscon­ 
sin Construction company, of coarse 
no detailed statement of the cost of 
ibis plant was kept on the books of 
the Janesville Water company. The 
account of that was kept on the books 
of the Wisconsin Construction com­ 
pany. That is, the cost of the con­ 
struction of the plant to the Wiscon­ 
sin Construction company, was kept 
in detail, and with perfect accuracy, 
on the books of the Wisconsin Con­ 
struction company.

lo making this statement and col­ 
lecting these receipts and presenting 
the same to the city, I endeavored to 
carry out in good faith the stipulation 
made, aud I am free to say that I ex­ 
pected the city to carry out the Btipu 
lation on it3 part, and I still more 
confidently expected that it wou^d 
without 
hesitation examine 
this 
statement which I presented in pursu­ 
ance of a solemn stipulation. I sup­ 
posed when that stipulation was en­ 
tered into th a t it was the purpose on 
both sides to ascertain, if possible, in 
a business way, and with the least ex 
pense, the cost of this plant. 
In requesting the city to examine it, 
la sh e d no agreement from the city, 
which would in any way prejudice i .

WATER WORKS SUIT

plant is to be abandoned, and a pro­ 
ceeding instituted, the sole object of 
which is to forfeit the franchise of the 
company, and thus break it down 
and get possession of the plant with­ 
out any expense of the city at all. 
This seems to be the plain purport 
of the report, and was the still plainer 
purport of Mr. Jefifris’ verbal state­ 
ment to the council. In other words 
Mr. Jeffris proposes to the city th at 
it confiscate the private property of 
two citizens of Janesville and one citi­ 
zen of Oshkosh. 
I do not believe th at the citizens of 
Janesville desire to pursue such a 
course if it were possible. 
When Janesville citizens became in­ 
terested rn this plant, Turner, Clark 
<fc Rawson of Boston had failed. The 
company had been losing money, it 
had failed to pay the interest on its 
bonds when it became due, and was 
in fact so crippled th at it could not 
furnish the money for repairs and 
extensions ordered. 
The gentlemen 
who purchased the Uoek at th at time, 
gave co the business their personal a t­ 
tention, industry and ability, and 
backed the company with their money, 
and placed it on its feet. 
W hat value the stock has today it 
owes largely to Janesville capital and 
business ability, and I shall never be­ 
lieve until it is accomplished, th at the 
city of Janesville desires to confiscate 
the property of its own citizens. 
Two court es are now open to the 
city and the company. One the sim­ 
ple business method of getting a t the 
cost of this plant, or a t least a fair, 
square attem pt to do that, and at 
the least possible expense. The other 
the thorny, tedious and expensive, 
course of litigation, the importance 
of the issues of which to both the city 
and the company will drive the oase 
through the gauntlet of the courts, 
with the only now certain result of 
trouble and expense. 
I 
am aware th at every possi­ 
ble prejudicial statement is 
now 
being used to complicate matters. 
Even the et&tement which the com­ 
pany made to secure a reduction of 
interest on it9 bonds for its own pri­ 
vate benefit, is used against it, and 
th a t by Mr. Jeffris, who was then a 
stockholder of the company and acted 
on a committee with reference to that 
very transaction. 
It is also stated th at water takers 
are oppressed. It may be th at in some 
cases injustice may have resulted. It is 
bard to avoid th at in dealing with a 
large number of people. But I do not 
believe it possible for the company to 
enter upon any course of oppression 
The franchise, which of course is bind 
ing on the company, provides th at its 
annual rates shall not exceed the 
average of those charged by any five 
cities in Wisconsin where water is 
pumped by steam, and the works are 
operated by a private company, said 
five cities to be named by the city of 
Janesville, said rates not in any event 
to exceed the schedule which is set 
forth in the franchise. The five cities 
were named by the city. No rates can 
therefore be charged in excess of the 
average of those five cities, or in any 
case in excess of the franchise rates. 
I suggested through the columns of 
your paper some months ago th at if 
any water taker was unable to obtain 
what he believed to be just treatment 
from the company, to make his com­ 
plaint to tho council, and the com­ 
pany would there publicly meet the 
m atter, and I now repeat th at sugges­ 
tion. 
In conclusion permit me to say that 
I believe much of the criticism in­ 
dulged in, and the course about to be 
entered upon, unjustifiable, for the 
reason th at the company has never 
sought to obtain from the city the 
cost ct this plant on a basis of three 
hundred and ten thousand dollars, 
but has from the first stated the con­ 
trary, and for the further reason th at 
the company has not asked from the 
city the cost of the plant on the basis 
of the last statement, and for the 
further reason the company is willing 
to making every effort to get a t the 
actual cost of the plant without ex­ 
pense to 'he city, and until th at ap­ 
pears to be impossible, litigation is 
unnecessary. 
I append the statement filed with 
the city in April last.

T o the Mayor and Common Common 
Council o f the City of Janesville: 
You are aware that there is pendirg 
in the courts an action involving the 
cost of the Janesville Water works 
You are also aware th at a stipula- 
ti6n was made in th at action in De­ 
cember last, whereby it was agreed 
th at the plaintiff city and the defend­ 
ant Water company should enter up­ 
on an investigation of the cost of the 
works, each to produce to the other 
the evidence which they should be able 
to obtain, togstber with the some as 
of all such information, to the end 
th a t the actual cost of said works 
might be ascertained. 
The Janesville Water company im­ 
mediately entered upon an investiga 
tion of the cost of said works, and is 
now prepared to produce to the city 
the cost of the works and the evidence 
thereof. 
It will bo remembered th at the 
original contract under which theee 
works were constructed was made be 
tween the city and Turner, Clark & 
Rawson. We anderstand th at Turner, 
Clark & Rawson at th at time were in 
the business of constructing water 
works, being a t least the principal 
condolers of the corporation known 
as the Wisconsin Construction com­ 
pany. This company constructed 
different plants, among 
the one in question at 
number of 
which was 
Janesville. 
We therefore endeavored to get at 
the sci uni cost of this plant to the 
Wisconsin Construction company, the 
original constructors o! the plant. 
Their books, which are in Boston, 
show the cost of this plant in detail 
at d* while we might have been able to 
prouuce a copy of those books here 
we have thought it would be more 


sat a actory to go further than that, 
and we determined if possible to ob­ 
tain the original bills or invoices for 
the material th at went into theee 
works, and the receipts 
for 
the 
amounts paid for labor and other ex­ 
penses, and to base the statement of 
the cost of the works upon these 
original receipts and receiptad bul- 
and invoices. In pursuance of this 
determination we sought to gather in 
these documents, and we have been 
very fortunate and successful. 
We have visited Chicago, Cincin­ 
n a ti, 
Philadelphia, Emaus, 
New 
York, Boston, Providence and otiier 
places, and we have secured the 
original bills aud invoices sent by the 
various houses from which material 
and supplies were purchase!, and 
these are receipted by those bouses. 
These bills and invoices are not copies, 
they are the original ones sent out 
when the goods were shipped, and sent 
out in the usual course of business; 
they are not statements of lorg ac­ 
counts, but they are the bills or in­ 
voices accompanying each shipment, 
great or small. 
We have also secured the receipts for 
all money paid out in other ways, in­ 
cluding pay rolls, time checks aud ac­ 
companying receipts. 
Upon theee vouchers we have pre­ 
pared a statement of the cost of this 
plant, th at is the original cost to the 
Wisconsin Construction company. 
This statement contains the name 
of every person, firm and corporation 
to which money was paid for the con­ 
struction of these works, and the 
amount so paid to each. From every 
person named in this statement we 
have a voucher or receipt for the 
amount paid as shown on the state­ 
ment. 
For convenience in examination of 
this statement, the cost of the plant ie 
divided into twenty-six accounts or 
parte, and eaoh item of expense ie 
charged in this statement to one ot 
these accounts. 
The receipts or vouchers are accord­ 
ingly arranged in twenty-six packages, 
corresponding to the twenty-six ac­ 
counts, and each voucher or receipt is 
numbered in eaoh package. 
It will be apparent th at this state­ 
ment and the vouchers or receipts can 
therefore be very readily examined 
and verified. 
It must be understood that this 
statement and these vouchers present 
the cost of this plant, not in lumps, 
but in detail aud with minuteness. 
This will be readily understood when 
I state th at there ara over three thous­ 
and of these receipts. 
In making this statement bused up­ 
on receipted bills, we have thought it 
must be the most satisfactory method 
possible. It does not rest up sn books, 
kept by interested parties and whioh 
might be manipulated or stuffed, but 
it rests upon the bills and receipts of 
business houses, made in the usual 
and daily coarse of their business, and 
at the time the business was done. 
Since the making of the stipulation 
referred to we have endeavored in 
good faith to ascertain the original 
cost of this plant, and we submit this 
statement to yon with evident good 
faith because while we believe it to 
state the true cost of this plant it is 
at the same time satisfactory to us. 
The vouchers or receipts on which it is 
based we of course retain ia our pos­ 
session. We could not be expected to 
part with the originals, and the labor 
of copying such a mass of pap ars 
woald be too great to undertake, and 
the copies woald be less satisfactory 
as they woald not bear upon their 
face tie evidence which appears upon 
the originals.
